Thus they al- 
most became intoxicated with joy when they 
landed here, saying they once more breathed 
the pure atmosphere of liberty. One of them 
brings Memphis papers of the 13th, which 
contain the evacuation of Pensacola, also the 
surrender of Norfolk and the burning of 
Memphis, which they say is a military neces- 
sity. The Memphis Appeal has moved its of-

It is confidently asserted that Mr Lincoln 
haa kaid thet he ls determined to modify Hun- 
ter’s order of freedom.

It is copsidered very doubtful whether 
Hunter is thut to be considered an executive, 
acting within the scope of his powers, in de- 
fault of positive instructions to the contrary, 
and exercising undoubted war powers, and 
whe hertherefore the order can now be an- 
bulled. 

The Star says he had a positive prohibition 
againet such a step, but this certainly cannot 
be in any other sense than possibly a general 
warning against political proclamations.

The State was prostrate, disgraced, ruined. 
From 1837 up to 1847 the principal quarrel 
among politicians was as to who had stolen 
the most of the State railroad funds! 

In 1547 the Convention that made the pres- 
ent constitution assembled. That Convention 
reversed the whole policy. They prohibited the 
State from taking stock in apy public work,aad 
wovided in the constitution that works of

The 
Act of 1861, section 6, prov dos that when any 
Po'ice Magistrate or Justice of the Pewe 
shell brought be‘ore him any mile #?t 
in the ages of 6 and 17 years, which he tas 
reason to believe is a vagrant, or dee'itute of 
proper parental care, he shall transmit 
him to the Comailssioner, and if the Com 
miseloner find him a suitable person for the 
Reform School, he shail be sent there. The 
act in effect provides that the boy shall not be 
tried at all for the offense for which he is ar 
rested until he has been before 
the Commissioner. If the Commis. 
sioner corti him proper person 
for the school he shall never be tried at all f 
his oftuse. He is sent to the Reform School, 
because destitute, as the statute says, of prap- 
er parental care, &c; pot as & oishment, 
but to supply the needed care with the hope 
of reform.
